In Washington the full blast of 


the yeteran’s pension tornado : 
whistling around the corridors. of 
the House of Representatives, and 
the Congressmen—taken somewhat 
wnaware—are looking for dugouts 
and cyclone cellars. In the past 
they have been protected against 
auch pension demands by House 
Committee rules which prevented 
such legislation from coming to 
the floor for discussion. 
But the first act of the 81st. Con- 
* was to curb the power of the 
nes Committee; and now unhappy 
representatives shiver in the sud- 
den discovery that they will have 
#o stand up and be counted in regard 


to a super-colossal pensions “grab” 
that would cost the Treasury, in the 
mext 50 years, as much as: one 
hundred and twenty-five BILLION 
dollars, (That's $125 with nine O's 
after it) 

The Rankin Bill—the 
sponsoring the “grab”—calls. for 
990-a-month pensions of World 
War One and Two at age 65— 
regardless of need. The powerful 
American Legion, with over three

_ million members, is strongly back- 


ing it; and while the Veteramp of 
Foreign Wars organization, with a 


.membership of one and a quarter 


million, does not directly support it, 
that body is pubhing for, big pen- 
sions on a somewhat different basis. 

The chief trouble is that the 
Rankin plan runs directly athwart 
of the vast Administration program 
for integrated old-age and unem- 
seh insurance for everybody. 

me people argue that both ideas | 
ate wrong. However, the scheme 
which the House had had laid in its 
lap would give. special benefits to 
a special class—and would give them 
to this class, the veterans, regard- 
tess of physical handicap or financial | 
necessity. 

It seems certain that President | 
Truman will veto the Rankin Bill, | 
should it ever get to himrin its | 
present form. But this seems un- 
fikely, for the present at least, ab | 
though it might be different if the 
United States were going through 
a depression instead of full employ- 
ment. 

The fact remains, however, that 
the average Congressman would 
greatly prefer just to forget the 
whole thing. No matter how far the 
Rankin bill gets before it is finally 
 sicged modified or killed, they will 

ve to vote one way or the other— 
and from past experience they know

EUROPE 


There is at least one man who 
takes an optimistic view of Euro- 
pean affairs. He is British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin who—al- 
most on the eve of his departure for 
the United States—told a cheering 
House of Commons that the West 
has won the struggle to save Eur- 
e@pe. He said that: 

Western Germany is 
from Communism. 

France has surmounted its dis- 
suptive forces and is fast righting 
fix economy. 

lialy has overcome its strikes and 
produced a stable government, 

The Atlantic Pact’s machinery is 
weady to organize a western unity 
which would have been thought im- 
potsible two years ago. 

In short, said Mr. Bevin, by 
peaceful means, by pacts and firm 
gtsolve, western Europe has been 
waved from communism and chaos. | 

In the course of Parliamentary 
debate, Government spokesmen said 
that the Berlin airlift would be in- 
ereased to higher tonnages. “The 
airlift has been cheap,” Mr. Bevin 
commented. “One year's cost of 
the airlift has about equalled the 
eost of one day of war.” Anglo- 
American aid to Greece is to be 
stepped up; and if Russia and its 
watellites seek to close in on Yugo- || 
alavia's Marshal Tito, the west will 
gender any possible economic as- 
gistance, but not on terms that wopld 
ambarass bring about “his 
wndoing.. 

Which all sounds very promising, 
and it is hoped that all Mr, Bevin's 
dreams come true.

In Furniture 


Perhaps you have picked up a de- 
lightiul old chest of drawers or a 
handsome o'd Morris chair, only to 
find that «< gives off such an un- 
pleasant smell that you cannot use 
it. The odor may come from inside 
the drawers or it may come from 
the upholstery. 


Don’t be discouraged. There are 


several ways of deodorizing furni- 
ture effectively, and if the piece is 
properly treated, any smell can be 
eliminated. Here is how to do it: 

First, locate the source of the 
odor. If it comes from the corners 
of wooden drawers and is not 
strong, the remedy is simple. Pull 
the drawers out and set them out of 
doors in the sunshine, where they 
will be exposed to plenty of fresh 
air. Repeat ‘this procedure for sev- 
eral consecutive days. In most in- 
stances, by this treatment, the odor 
will vanish 

If the odor is more stubborn, it 
will be necessary to break off any 
wobbly pieces; they wsually. are 
tainted with the smell. Then put a 
good deodorant, such as a milddew- 
proofing preparation, in the drawers. 
Moth crystals containing para- 
dichlorobenzine are the most effec- 
tive. However, because the fumes 
are very powerful, these should not 


_be used for bedroom furniture. 


Onion or garlic smell often is 
retained in kitchen furniture. Evea 
these offensive odors can be re- 
spread a 
strong suspension of chlorinated 
lime in water oh the wood. Repeat 
this procedure daily until the odor 
leaves. 

Odors from upholstery penetrate 
deply, and more effort is required 
to get rid of them. Try the simplest 
method first. Sprikle an effectitve 
cleaning powder over the headrest 
and upholstered arms of the chair. 
Let it remain there for one day; 
then rub it im with a stiff brush. 
After a few hours, brush out the 
powder. For a complete job, run 
the nozzle of*your vacuum cleaner 
furniture attachment down behjnd 
the cushions, 

If the odor comes from beneath 
the surface, however, powder alone 
won't do the trick. If this is the 
ease, first clean the piece thorough- 
ly with the vacuum cleaner. Then 
obtain a strong upholstery cleaning 

eparation. Beat this with an egg 

eater until it is peaked with rich 
suds. Scoop up the suds with a 
stiff brush and swirl them on the 
upholstery, rubbing one area at a 
time, -thoroughly.. Rub slowly, with 
a rotary motion. It is important to 
use only the suds; see that none of 
the liquid gets into the fabric. Wipe 
the upholstery with a damp cloth. 

If you wish to be absolutely cer- 
tain of your success, follow the cus- 
tom of our forefathers. Lay a piece 
of genuine camphor in a drawer. 

Once the odors are out, keep them 
eut. Vacaum upholstered furniture 
thoroughly at least twice a month. 
Air drawers in sunshine immediate- 
ly when you detect an unpleasant 
odor. §

Recent. research into artificial 
rainmaking, has discovered that 
raindrops aren't streamlined in the 
usual sense of the word. It found 
out about them by using an ultra- 
high-speed stroboscopic flash cam- 
era, together with a sort of vertical 
wind ‘tunnel which virtually “float- 
ed” a single drop of water ata time 
in an updraft. Asa result the drop, 
moving only slightly in the rising 
air, stayed in focus for succesive 
pictures. ; 

These photographs showed that 
small drops are either spherical or 
football-shaped. Larger drops shift 
rapidly among a varicty of shapes, 
finally taking the form of? dumb- 
bells just before they split apart as 
the narrow neck breaks under the 
strain. 

“Contrary to popular conception “ 
the scientists concluded, “raindrops 
are not tear-shaped, and for that 
matter neither 
they fell very far.”

As many of you no doubt know 
without me telling you, inside the 
tubes of a milker is an ideal place 
for bacteria to grow. You know 
what that means, especiglly in hot 
weather—and it used to be a wise 
custom, although something of a 
nuisance, to keep the tubes full of 
a disinfecting solution.

Soap never did really work with 
milk. It formed a curd; and_ the 
old-style dairy cleansers caused a 
whitish deposit to form on rubber 
and metal parts. But now the 
milker can. be flushed with a syn- 


etic detergent, and your worries 4 


are over. 

if the whitish deposit has already 
collected, you can remove it by first 
soaking the utensils in vinegar solu- 
tion, then brushing. Here's the 
formula one dairy equipment serv- 
iceman recommends. To one gallon 
of water add one quart white vine- 
gar and one tablespoon of synthetic 
detergent. (He claims this will 
even remove lime from a tea-kettle 
or hot water tank, by the way.)

However, don’t soak your metal 
milk things in the solution without 
watching closely, as too long a treat- 
ment is liable to cause the metal to 
pit or become rough. Once your 
dairy equipment is free of the whit- 
ish deposit, wash immediately after 
every milking with the proper deter- 
gent, and your scouring days are 
over.

ADD TO VARIETY 


By adding a new flower or vege- 
table each seasofi one will make 
pleasing discoveries and add to the 
value and interest of the garden. 

Each year the plant breeder dis- 
covers new types and varieties, and 
turns out better or hardier plants 
that, will do well in a wider range 
of climate in Canada. 

In addition to brand new flowers 
and vegetables, new shades have 
been added to old standbys among 
the flowers earlier, more tender var- 
ieties to standard vegetables. Some 
of the old favorites would hardly 
be recognized today. Flowers have 
been greatly improved in size and 
color and vegetables are better too. 

It is a good plan to go over the 
seed catalogues cafefully and note 
some of these improvements. Even 
for the colder parts of Canada it 
is n ow possible to get varieties of 
early corn, tomatoes, melons and 


such semi-tender things that will de 
well, The plant breeders have made 
this possible by selecting very carly 
maturing types and breeding from 
these, Certainly this point should be 
considered in making up the list 
of purchases. And it is also well te 
add something that, sofar as the 
reader is concerned, is entirely new 
but that is recommended for his 
locality.

FOR PRIME QUALITY 


To get top quality in vegetables 
growth must be hurried along. Real- 
ly tender vegetables are those which 
are grown fast, that have never 
known a set-back and are picked 
when they are at their best and 
quickly put into the pot or on the 
table, When a vegetable stops grow- 
ing it starts to turn tough. The wise 
gardener will help growth along by 
thinning properly, cultivating fre- 
quently, adding some quick cheml- 
eal fertilizer if necessary and soak- 
ign with water if the weather turns 
really dry,

You can make these crumb crusts 
from vanilla or chocolate cookies, 
graham crackers, or corn flakes—to 
mention just a few of the possi- 
bilities. They're all made the same 
way except the corn flakes, which 
uses brown sugar as well as the 
melted butter. 

Roll about 2 dozen crackers — 
enough to make a cup-and-a-hali of 
cgumbs. Pour in % cup melted but- 
ter. Toss with a fork to mix well. 
Press into a 9-inch pie pan. Chill 
and fill. That's all. (Chilling crust 
before filling makes it cut better). 

For the corn flakes crust you roll 
enough corn flakes to make 1% 
cups crumbs. Mash a quarter of a 
cup of brown sugar into a half-cup 
melted butter with a wooden spoon, 
only ‘a minute over a low heat so 
butter and ‘sugar .won’t separate 
Pour ‘over the crumbs as before. 
Press into’a 9-inch pan. Chill and 
fill. 

Now, at long: last, we come to 
that filling. Lemon Chiffon is the 
general favorite, but there are

1 envelope gelatin. 

1% cup cold water 

4 eges 

34 cup sugar 

14 teaspoon salt 

1% cup lemon juice 

1% teaspoon grated lemon rind 
Method : 


Soak 1 envelope gelatin in a quar- 
ter-cup cold water. Beat together 
4 egg yolks, half-cup of sugar, and 
a quarter-teaspoon salt. Add the 
lemon juice and lemon rind. Cook 
over boiling water, stirring con- 
stantly until thickened. Stir in gela- 
tin. Chill until thick and syrupy. 
“Beat the four egg whites with a 
quarter-cup sugar and fold into egg 
yolk mixture. Turn into crumb 
crust. Chill until firm, about three 
hours.

How’d Vow Like 
Some Whale Meat? 


Hundreds of millions of ‘dollars 
worth of red-blooded meat, as ten- 
der and flavoursome as prime beet, 
are being wasted every ‘year in the 
Antarctic, Such is the claim made 
here by Dr. Harry E. Lillie, noted 
Scottish surgeon and whaling au- 
thority, in a report prepared for the 
Canadian Geographical Society on 
the international whaling industry. 

Dr. Lillie. who in 1946-47 was in 
the Antarctic as surgeon to a Scot- 
tish fleet and who has since been 
engaged in. surgical research work 
in Canada, contends that. enough 
whale meat is being wasted each 
season to feed Europe for more than 
three months on present rations. 

In his report, Dr, Lillie traces the 
history of the whaling industry from 
its earliest times. Known best, per- 
haps, as a source of valuable oil, 
used both industrially and in food 
processing, whales, he beheves, have 
equally as great a fole to play as a 
source of meat. 

Dr, Lillie is opposed, however, to 
the present method used for killing 
the explosive harpoon. 
This he describes as the most cruel 
and wasteful weapon possible. He 
believes universal adoption of a 
more humane method of killing, 
sucht as electrocution. is immediately 
essential 

A whale bit by an explosive har- 
poon may take anywhere up. to 
three hours to die, and even than 
additional harpooning may be neces- 
sary to end the painful struggle. 
During this time putrefaction organ 
isms spread rapidly throughout the 
entire animal. These organisms io 
time give the meat a fishy, oily 
flavour which detracts from its 
appeal as food for humans. 

Dr. Lillie believes that if all coun- 
tries engaged in whaling in the 
Antarctic were to kill be means of 
electrocution it would be possible 
to make hugé quantities ‘of “this 
nutritious, tasty meat” available to 
many countries. He is convinced that 
the use of whale meat would help 
materially in relieving the present 
world food shortage.

Now, with that wishful think- 
ing off the chest, how about a few 
words about a more serious subject. 
And today’s text is drawn from the 
Book of Sad Experiences—and it 
reads, “If you're making any sort 
of a deal, be sure and put it in 
writing.”

The law of contracts applies to 
practically every business trans- 
action in which you engage. This 
is true in such varied matters as 
buying land, hiring a worker, sell- 
ing a steer, making a pledge to the 


church, and joming a cooperative. 
* * aa 


One of the first things one necds 


to know alffat contracts is that 
practically all agreements on essen- 
tial matters ought to be in writing. 
This is so even if the document is 
nothing more than’ a simple menio- 
randum. The law requires only a 
few types of contracts to be in 
writing in order to be binding. on 
the parties concerned. Most oral 
agreements are legally enforceable. 
The practical difficulty, in case of 
dispute, however, is proving the 
provisions of the agreement 
* aa * 


In case a disagreement reaches 
court, a written contract is decided- 
ly better. The document shows in 
black and white what each party 
agreed to do. But the true pro- 
visions of an oral agreement are 
usually difficult to prove. 
contracts are better for possib'e use 
in court. But they are even more 
important in preventing disputes, 
and thus keeping matters out of 
court. Regardless of which side 
wins a judgment, both parties often 
lose in a lawsuit. 

* e + 


The principal reason for misun- 
derstandings over contracts is lapse 
of memory by the parties on the 
exact nature of the original agree- 
ment. Another reason for disputes 
is the failure to reach at the start 
a full and clear understanding. This 
is not so likely to be the case if the 
agreement is written. The process 
of preparing a good written con- 
tract requires that the parties agree 
exactly on what each is to do. 

e e * 

The second important thing to 
know about contracts is that they 
should be understood before they 
are signed. When one signs his 
name to a document, he is Icgalty 
bound to carry out its provisions. 
Except in unusual circumstances, 
such as fraud, duress, undue in- 


fluence, and infancy, he cannot e¢s-~° 
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cape responsibility for performance. 

He is not excused ‘because he did 
not know what he was signing. And 
it is no excuse phat he signed a con- 
tract which differed from:, repre 
sentations made by the other party 
in getting him to sign. The .written 
instrament is the sole contract. 

* a * 

So a person should always read a 
contract before signing it. This 
applies particularly to printed agree- 
ments that itinerant representatives 
present for signature. It is too late 
when you read the instrument after 
it has been signed, only to find 
objectionable provisions, perhaps in 
fine print, Many such contracts are 
unnecessarily and purposely written 
in*terms that cannot be understood 
by the average person. In these 
cases you should either refuse to 
sign or get an interpretation from 
an attorney before signing. Doing 
the latter will cost you less money 
in the long run.

"In signing a contract, be sure you 
keep a copy. No honest firm or in- 
dividual with whom you deal has 
any objection to having two copies 

sprepared and signed, with each copy 
defined as an original. This will 
make reference convenient. And it 
will be a protection against dis- 
honest persons’ altering the docu- 
ment later. This is sometimes done 
by filling in blank spaces, typing in 
additional lines, or erasing and sub- 
stituting other material, 
z <* & 

Finally, copies of contracts should 
be kept in a safe place where they 
are protected against fire, theft, and 
misplacement. The best place is a 
safe-deposit box in a bank. It_is 
surprising how many people leave 
insurance policies, other contracts, 
wills, bonds, and other important 
documents ugprotected in their 
homes. Often they forget just 
where the papers are filed. It tiie 
house catches fire or is hit by tor- 
nado, the papers may be lost. For 
a small charge, this danger can be 
avoided. 

& * * 

But of course the mere fact that 
‘an agreement is in writing does not 
insure that the contractual relation- 
ship will be satisfactory. Such har- 
mony grows largely out of business 
dealings between reasonable persons. 
If a choice is to be made, it is better 
to have an oral contract with an 
honest person than a written one 
with a dishonest person,

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GARDEN NOTES 


KEEP THEM HEALTHY 


The best protection against in- 
sects and disease is a healthy gar- 
den, grown from good disease-re- 
sistant seed, well-cultivated and 
free from weeds. Bugs usually lurk 
in weed growth waiting until the 
garden stuff is big enough for a 
raid. For those bugs that eat holes 
in the foliage use poison, For those 
that suck out the juices and make 
the plant wither use a spray that 
will burn, Disease usually hits the 
plant cells and causes withering or 
rot in blackish spots. Chemicals like 
sulphur are used in this case. Often 
one good treatment will be enough, 
Wat with things like leaf hoppers 
and potato bugs which lay eggs, 
two or three successive treatments 
to get the young ones will be need- 
ed. Most chemicals lose their pot- 
ency in time so a fresh supply each 
season is advisable. 


A CUTTING GARDEN 
Often a corner of the vegetable 


garden or some place at the back . 


of the lawn is set-aside to grow 
flowers especially for indoor bou- 
quets. Sometimes when a large sup- 
ply of blooms are wanted for this 
purpose it leaves the regular bord- 
ers a bit shy. Any of these flowers 
suitable for cutting purposes will 
thrive on the same sort of cultiva- 
tion, etc., that the vegetables get. 
Certain flowers, indeed, like glad- 
ioli, sweet peas and others of which 
the foliage is not very attractive 
are best grown under these condi- 
tions. 


DON’T BE AFRAID TO THIN 


After the prants are up a most 
important job will be thinning and 
spacing. This is vital work and 
applies to either flowers or yege- 
tables, Crowded flowers will grow 
thin” and spindly, will not bloom 
freely and the biggest plants will 
topple over in the first storm. They 
should have half as much room be- 
tween as they will grow tall, This 
means about 4 or 5 inches for 
things like nasturtiums, less for 
alyssum, much more for tall mari- 
golds, cosmos or spider plants. 

With the smaller vegetables, a 


couple of inches between plants m 
sufficient, This applies to leaf let- 
tuce, early carrots, beets, etc. Beans 
and peas should have from 4 to 
6 inches between plants, and as all 
the seed usually germinates it 
should be planted about this far 
apart. Rows should be from 15 
inches to 2 feet apart. Corn is us- 
ually planted from 3 to 6 seeds to 
a hill, about \8 inches apart each 
way, or rows 2 to 3 feet apart. 
Tomato plaints require at least 18 
inches each way, melons, squash and 
cucumbers three plants to a hill, 
and hills about 2 to 3 feet apart. 


MUST HAVE RIGHT SEED 
No matter how favorable the 


weather or how rich the soil re- 


sults are sure to be disappointing 
unless one uses good seed. This 
costs but a few cents a packet but 
it is vital to success: [t is also vital 
to use seed that is suitable for Cana- 
dian conditions. Something that 
might give wonderful results in the 
South or in Europe may be far too 
tender when planted in Canada. On 
this account it is advisable to stick 
to purchases from Canadian seed 
house. which only carry seed tested 
and approved by Government offi- 
cials for Canadian conditions. 


GARDEN SCREENS 

At the back of the flower beds, 
along the fences or in place of 
fences one can use growing screens. 
These may. be in the form of per- 
manent hedges, shrubs, vines or 
high-growing annuals. Even a fence 
or wall in good condition will look 
more attractive if partially hidden 
in this way, and as for the more 
common type which is not so at- 
tractive it can becompletely screen- 
ed by annual or perennial vines. 
There are all sorts of planting 
material available for this purpose 
and found listed in any good cata- 
logue. The perennial types are well 
known. Many people do not realize 
that ‘one can get quite good and 
quick results from annuals too, 
Dahlias, ornamental sun flowers, 
cosmos, spider plants, are only some 
of many things that will reach 
three or four feet in height in a few 
weeks, And there are quick-growing 
vines too, like scarlet runner beans, 
sweet peas, hops and morning 
glories.

Jesus Declares His Authority 
Mark 11: 1-11, 15-18, 

Golden Text:—Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord.— 
Mark 11:9. 

It was a great scene, Jesus, seat- 
ed on an ass’s colt, commandeered 
for the occasion, rode into Jerusalem, 
The pilgrims gathering from far and 
near for the annual feast of the 
Passover swelled the population of 
the city. To the disciples this seem- 
ed to be the beginning of the king- 
dom. The spirit of rejoicing was 
contagious. They spread their gar- 
ments and branches before the ad- 
vancing king. They waved palms 
and shouted, “Hosanna; Blessed is 
he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord: Blessed be the kingdom of our 
father, David, that cometh in the 
name of the Lord; Hosanna in the 
highest”. He revived their acclaim. 
To the Pharisces who requested that 
the noise stop, he said, “If these 
should hold their peace, thé stones 
would immediately cry out.” 

But five days later Jesus was led 
‘out of this city to be crucified. How 
fickle is public opinion. Why this 
sudden change. The key to the 
answer is found in the second part 
of the lesson. 

Jesus clashed with the religious 
authorities. On Monday, the day 
following the triumphal entry, he 
“went into the temple, and began te 
cast out them that sold and bought 
in the temple. Religion had become 
a “racket” Those who sold the 
sacrifices to the pilgrims and chang- 
ed their money no longer sought to 
serve, but to derive large profits 
which went to the leaders of the 
priesthood Jesus said: “Is it not 
written, My house shall be ¢alled of 
all nations the house of prayer? but 
ye have made it a den of thieves.” 
The scribes and chief priests feared 
Jesus and the effect of His teach- 
ing. They planned to destroy Him. 
By subtle and skilful agitating they 
were able by Friday to muster a 
mob crying for his death. Jesus ex- 
posed their hypocrisy, and who cas 
be more bitter and vindictive than a 
religious hypocrite? We may find 
fault with religino as we see jt de- 
monstrated but of the Holy Son of 
God, we must join with Pilate say- 
ing, “I find no fault with him at all.”

Q. How can'I bleach sheets?

PALESTINE 
If, as, ard when Israel is admitted 
to the United Nations, 59 flags will 
fly from 59 flagpoles at the entrance 


to the U.N.’s General Assembly 
auditorium in New York. But it 
seems quite possible, at this writing, 
that one of those flagpoles will be 
bare during the current session. 
The obstacle, of course, is the vexed 
question of Jerusalem. 

Lyifg in the central region of 
Palestine, the heart of Jerusalem, is 
the “old city,” a one-mile-square — 
area enclosed by ancient walls. 
There stand most of the holy places 
of Jerusalem — places sacred to. 
Christian, Jew and Moslem. Nor- 
mally the population of the Old 
City. is around 27,500, including 
2,500 Jews. 

Outside those walls is New Jeru- 
salem, with a population of around 
103,000 Jews and 105,000 Arabs. 

The United Nations, in its original 
plan of partition, proposed to e@s- 
tablish Jerusalem and its environs 
as an international area of some 280 
square miles. The objective was to 
assure free access to the holy places 
of the city for any and all religious 
groups. 

During the war of partition about 
a year ago, the armies of Israel and 
of Trans-Jordan divided Jerusalem, 
Israel occupied the western sector, 
the modern business and residential 
quarters where most of the Jews 
lived, King Abdullah’s- Trans-Jor- 
dan Legion occupied the eastern 
sector, including the Old City. In 
the armistice of April 3, 1949, both 
sides recognized the other’s hold- 
ings in Jerusalem for the present. 

The Israeli Government has said 
that it will not relinquish its part 
of Jerasalem, nor the corridor lead- 
ing from there to Tel Aviv—and it 
has also proposed that the Old City 
be internationalized. Actually, how- 
ever, Israel has indicated that she 
is not interested in the status of the 
Old City so long as she retains her 
part of Jerusalem. 

Trans-Jordan has shown equal 
determination to keep its section of 
Jerusalem as long as Israel retains 
its sector. King Abdullah has made 
it clear that he will not consent to 
internationalization of the Old City 
unless all Jerusalem is placed under 
international administration. 

In the United Nations debate 
over Israel’s application for U.N. 
membership, the future of the holy 
places was a central theme. One 
group argued for immediate> ap- 
proval of the application; another 
wanted it referred to a committee 
for further study. 

The latter stand was suported by 
an encyclical of Pope Pius in which 
he urged “internationalization of 
Jerusalem and all other sacred 
places.” Britain is generally sym- 
pathetic with the Arabs’ position; 
and the Scandinavian states are dis- 
turbed over [srael’s failure to find 
and punish the murderers of the 
U.N. mediator, Count Folke Berna- 
dotte. 

So it looks, at this moment, very 
much as though Israel will remain 
outside the United Nations, official- 
ly, for a while yet. 


RUSSIA 
For centuries there has been 
great speculation, from time to 


time, as to whether there is still 
anything of Noah's Ark remaining. 
According to the Book of Genesis, 
the Ark. — a triple-decked vessel 
some 450 feet in length — “rested 
in the seventh month, on the seven- 
teenth day of the month, upon the 
moyntains of Ararat.” 

These mountains are, at present, 
in Turkish: territory, overlooking 
boundaries with Iran and Soviet 
Russia. Not long ago three West- 
ern archaeologists announced that 
they had the Turkish Government's 
permission to go and take a look 
for theArk. One of the men is 
Egerton Sykes, a member of the 
British Geological Society and for- 
mer British commercial attache at 
Warsaw. Another is Hans Roozen, 
a Dutch student; while the third is 
Dr. E. A. Smith, of North Carolina, 
They have been trying to raise 
money for the expedition and hope 
to start for Turkey early this 
summer,

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Quite a number of, western diplor 
mats and employees of foreign mis- 
sions to Czechoslovakia have been 
“invited” to leave that country dur- 
ing the past year, on what appear 
to be very flimsy charges of “spy- 
ing.” 

One case, which may have serious 
consequences, is that of Captain 
Philip Wildash, a British represent- 
ative in the Allied Military Permit 
Office, which sanctions visits to 
and across *the three western zones 
of Germany. He was expelled from 
Czechoslovakia last March, but the 
matter is by no means closed asayet. 


The British Embassy held that 
the attitude of the Czech police 
showed clearly that Wildash’s guilt 
had been prejudged and sent a let- 
ter of protest to the Czechoslovak 
Foreign Ministry. The reply reject- 
ed the British protest and asserted 
that the Government had acted 
within its rights and in strict ac- 
cord with diplomatic usage. 

How far the three western Gov- 
ernments are prepared to go in 
pressing the Czech Government for 
guarantees that incidents like that 
of Wildash will not occur again is 
a matter for speculation. If they 
decide to go all out in support of 
the fundamental libertiés involved, 
there may be grave trouble stirred 
up, not only in Czechoslovakia but 
throughout other “satellite” coun- 
tries. Probably the whole thing de- 
pends on just how the big boys 
behind the walls of the Kremlin 
feel about it; although, of course, 
nothing like that can be said in any 
way officially.

Calves may be dehorned cheaply, 
safely and effectively anytime until 
they are ten days old, or as soon as 
the horn button appears. Caustic 
potash, which you can get in stick 
form at any drugstore, or com- 
mercial “horn stoppers” may be 
used. If applied correctly both 
treatments give excellent results.

The dehorning is quite simple. 
The calf should be thrown, or tied 
securely, not only ‘to make your 
work easier but also so that the 
dehorning material can be applied 
only to the horns. The horn but- 
tons should be clipped bare to 
make them easy to locate. (With 
the caustic treatment, the stick 
should be held im dry paper to pre- 
vent getting your fingers burned).

The horn button is then rubbed 
with the moistened end of the stick 
over an area the size of a 25 cent 
pieces. The skin will redden and 
the horn button will become bare, 
A ring of vaseline around the base 
of the button will prevent any ¢x- 
cess moisture from the treated area 
leaking over and burning the calf’s 
eyes or face.
